Hagiel, e.g. HG'AL = 49 = Intelligence 
of Venus, from whence we derive the word 
"hag" no doubt. Whereas Nuit says: first 
AL I:11, "both their Gods & their men are 
fools," yet She follows with T:21, "there 
is no other God than me, and my lord 
Hadit." Which obviously ma&es "God" a 
‘twosome, As in Elohim (AIH'M = 86) mas~ 
culine plural of feminine singular, Or, 
as we say in the Gnostic Mass: 
"Male-female, quintessential s one, 
Man-being veiled in woman-form." 
Still, small g or big G, the g/Gods 
are not to be trifled with, and there 
are plenty of warnings about banish= 
ings and precautions, such as Crowley 
took in Liber 118. Another funny thing 
about angels is that they have to be 
turned on, Thus if you want your angel. 
to see, e.g. you would have to give it 


eyes, since angels are blind until you 
turn them ON = 120, The Eye of the Fish, 
a name of GOD, Otherwise it is best not 
to disturb them except in the course of 
an ordinary working relation, as they are 
immortal and your physical body is not.

‘The Hugues de Payens Encampment, named to honour the memory 
of the Knights Templars’ founder, has been chartered by the Caliph.

Encampment are appointed by the Caliph’s national coordinator, and 
are the corporate officers of O.T.O, Inc. (Canada).

In the beginning God created the heavens and the earth, and 
when the thunders died and the dust cleared, Toronto seemedto 
have developed a nasty reputation, None other than the Great 
Beast 666 leveled his acerbic pen at the city in his autobiography 
The Confessions of Aleister Crowley, But in its defense, let us say 
that Crowley's condemnations lean toward anachronism, For 
cities change as do people. And Toronto, although it may be the 
Great Bluenose of the North, is not without its unique charm, 
magickally or otherwise. 

In fact the spiritual atmosphere in Toronto is quite rich. 
Unfortunately, in recent years only small groups worked on the 
93 current in isolated areas along independent lines with little or 
no coordination. When O.T.O, reached Toronto a Minerval 
aspired to leadership, applied for an encampment to be tenta- 
tively called IAO SABAO, only to be turned down. Shall we say 
inappropriate behaviour put a cloud over the group..,and 
darkness and confusion remained over the face of the Vall ey. 
(We still hear from this 1.S, fellow now and then offering 
Aleister Crowley courses were the students are requested not 
to read The Book of the Law.) 

And so there was another idea. And Konx Om Pax was the 
name assigned to this idea. Action was initiated, typewriter and 
paper taken to hand and an application for an encampment 
composed. The application of Konx Om Pax announced the 
intended “creation of an effective portal for the 93 current in 
Toronto.”

On September 28, 1981 e.v. the prototype was conceived and 
Konx Om Pax was established as a fully recognized encamp- 
ment of O.T.0, From that time on what was on paper trans- 
formed slowly into reality. .. Scattered initiates in the Toronto 
area were notified of the existence ofan official branch of 0.1.0. 
Various groups were contacted, clearing up what confusion 
resulted from the aborted IAO SABAO group. And prepara- 
tions were made for the first initiations in the Valley of Toronto. 
The word was put out, O.T.O. (T.O.) was alive and well, 

The appointed time arrived Jan. 23, 1982 e.v. and the final 
transformation occured. In what proved to be a fascinating 
magickal operation, Frater Homo Homini Deus and Frater 
AlephTao observed as 12 aspirants uttered the words “Do what 
thou Wilt”, and the encampment known as Konx Om Pax 
emitted its first ray of light. 

Subsequent to that time the first general meeting was held 
Feb. 14, 1982 e.v. and the organizational work initiated. Fra, 
Lloyd Crawford was named Secretary and Fra. Tralla 
appointed as Treasurer. 

The vernal equinox was celebrated by a general meeting and 
the playing of our master’s voice. At the meeting’s end thedoors 
were opened to the public for a celebration involving animated 
films, a jazz trio put together by Fra. Marcus, an, impromptue 
punk concert and general madness into the small hours. 

What is this light known as Konx Om Pax? What is its 
eventual path? Subsequent reports shall clarify. And as for 
Toronto being “a crime both against the aspirations of the sou! 
and the affections of the heart”... indeed, we shall see!
